Agency” has offered voluntary participation in a Cooperative Pricing System for the purchase of goods and 
services;

 The Lead Agency shall be responsible for complying with the provision of the Local Contract Law 
(N.J.S.A 40A:11-1 et seq.) and all other provisions of the revised statutes of the State of New Jersey. 
 
 This resolution shall take effect immediately upon passage.
